The views of the Boston Chamber of
Commerce on the subject of reciprocity
with Canada were presouted in a paper by
Qeorge H. Coppinn. ‘Theére was, he mald,
no logical escape from the conclusion that
Canada should be ipcluded In nny general
scheme for reciprocal treatles. Our Inter-
Mts were more mearly touched by the fu-
ure of that countty tham by the future of
the Bouth American states. Canadians last
year had bought from us at the unparalleled
rate of 320 per caplta.

It an impassable trade barrier were ralsed
yetween the two countries Canada could face
he changed conditions with comparative
wae, for s forelgn markets are now efe
ablished ‘elmewhers, but with us a stop-
wge of trade would mean the closing down
'‘or want of orders of thousands of Amer!-
an factorles and workshops. We should
mltivate such a good customer and not In-
*ur his hostility.

Trade Concessiona Urged.

Hon. John Chariton, a member of the
(lanadlan Parllament, spoke in faver of
some reasonable trade concesslons to meel
the liberal treatment accorded the United
States by Canads. Canadn, be sald, wanted
free trade and reciprocity. If the Unmited
fitates wanted to 'retain. the (rade with
Cansda It vow holds it must give Canada
some adequate and fair mucauluu- for the
privilege It now egjoys.” Canada could not
permit existing conditions to continue.
Willlam Irvine of Chippews Falls, Wis,,
largely uontl*d with the lumber Inter-
estn, discunsed [4hd attitude of the lumber
Interests on the question of reeiprocity
with Canada. He bellgved (hat the lumber-
men of the United Biates would voluntarily

At 3
o'clock I was told over the telephons that
the child was dead and T again went to the
botel,

“Mre. Dale told me that shortly after I
left the child's hands and feot began to got
cold and that desth soon followed."
County Physician Converse, who was
called in o view the body, declined to grant
& burial permit, and the child’s body waa
held at the hotel pending the result of the
police Investigation and the arrival of the
father from Chicago.

Mrs. Dale was a Miss Howe of New York
City. Her father was a physician, who left
an edtate from which Mrs. Dale recelved an
Income of ¥200 a month.

BRISK ENGAGEMENT NEAR THE BARRACKS

Over Twelve Men Killed and Thirty
Are Wounded in the Affray—United

strongly at'the same rallroad bridge men-
tioned in the foregoing dlspateh and at this
point the fAghting was very severe. Tho
insurgents again and again charged up the
narrow road leading up to this bridge, tx-
posed to a terrific fire from the troops of
the government.

The fghting up 1o this time had resulted
in killing 300 men, the hospltal was filled
with woutnded and dying, all business in
Panama was suspended, food was growing
searce there and steamers were unable to
unload thelr cargoes. The fighting con-
tinsued all that Tuesday night and the next
morning an armistice was declared In or-
der that the dead might be buried and the
wounded cared for. Two lusurgent gen-
erala and several goverhment ofMcers were
slain during the fighting.

The armistice was extended to noon
Thursday, Owing to & misunderstanding,
however, the Insurgents renewed their at-
tack on the suburbs of the city Wedneaday
pight and the fighting lasted eleven hours.
During thin fight the casualtles on both
fides were extremely heavy. The next
morning the tida of battle was turned
againet the insurgents by the arrival of an
expresa traln from Celon with 800 fresh
troops to reinforce the government and
on the afternoon of the same Aay & trealy
of peace between the government and the
revolutlonists was signed. General Alban,
then acting governor of Panama and today
at the head of the Chorrera expedition,
commanded the government troops upon the
occasion of this attack.

Creates Stir In Wanhington.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The confirma-
tion of the reported eapture of Colon by the
Colombian llberals caused a declded com-
motion In the State and Navy depariments
today. There were long conferences be-
tween Becretary Loog and Admiral Crown-
inshield and between the admiral and Dr.
HIl, acting mecretary of state. Later the
two Jant pamed went over te the. White
House and saw President Roosevelt.

This was ‘he first time alnce 1885, when
Admiral Jouette opened up transit across
the Isthmus of Panama, that communication
bad actually been stopped In wuch fashiom
as (o seem to require the interference of
the United States naval forces,

The first news of the troubls at Colon
came from Voited States Conaul General
Gudger at Pspama. Later thers came a
noor message from Mr. Gudger announc-
ing that Colon had heen taken. This was
confirmed more explicitly by United States
Conaul Malmros, stationed at Colon. The
fatter official sald that Colon was taken by
the rebels last night. While all business
Is suppended, transit In not interrupted and
American life and property are =afe and not
likely to be in danger.

Taken altogether, these dispatches were
regarded by the officials here as indicating
a lack of purposs on the part of the liberals
to interfere with tranmsit scross the isth-
mus, It was felt that the brief Interrup-
tions caused by the takidg up of the ralls
and the cutting of the telegraphblc wires
was nothing morn than & temporary device
to’ prevent the govermment from burrylng
reinforcementa by rall to Colon. The of-
cials find support for this bellef in the fact
that communication was reopened across
the isthmus the moment Colon was cap-
tured, S8till, as a result of the consultation
today, it was resolved to take no chances
of an Infringement of the treaty rights of
the United States. Therefore Dr. HIll ca-
bled Consul General Gudger to notify all
parties who are engaged in moleating or in-
terfering with free traosit across the isth-
mus that such interference must cease. He
was also directed to consult freely with
Captain Perry, the ocommander of the
United States battleship lowa, now lylug
at Panama.

Captain Perry to Land Marines,

Then Captaln Perry was cabled by Becro-
tary Long to land marines If necessary for
the protection of free transit across the
isthmun in accordance with the treaty rights
and obligations of the United States. At
the same time Captaln Perry was enjoined
to-avold bloodahed if poasible.

Meanwhile notice came that Commander
MeéOrea of Machias, which is now lying at
Colon, had anticipated this instruction by
the Navy department by landing a force of
bluejackets at Colon and occupying the
rallway station. The understanding at the
Navy department was that the landing party
copeiated of 100 sallors, who are employed
in lieu of marines, of whom Machias has

Trafic
may be Interrupted.’’

+ While the sbove dispatch does not state
that the olty has fallen Mre, Herran, the
Colombian charge d'affaires at Washington,
cradite, of courne, the news to thin effect
that has come through diplomatic and naval
channels.

When asked as to what results may be
expected from the capture of the city Mr,
Herran sald:

“It will depend sntirely upon the success
or faflure of the expedition under General
Alban, which In headed for Chorrera to ef-
gage the insurgents st that point. If Qen-
eral Alban Is succeanful the recapture of
Colon should be a comparatively easy mat-
ter. But if, on the other hand, the govern-
ment expedition should be defeated the re-

At the office of the Colomblan conmsul gen-
eral in this city {t was sald that mo official
advices as to the capturg of Colon by the
liberals had been recelved up to noon today.

Later the Central cable office of ihe
Western Unlon Telegraph company an-
nounced that telegraphic ¢smmunioation
between Colon and Papama had been re-
entablished,

Consul Bellttles Loas,

Arturo de Brigard, coosul general of Col-
ombin, today received private dispatches
Informing him that the ljberals had aur-
prised and captured the clty of Colon Inst
night. His telegram placed the loss at
twelve killed and thirty vounded,

Mr. Brigard sald that the taklng of the
town does not amount (o much, as it is not
a fortified place, and that CGeneral Carlos
Alban, who is governor of the Department
of Papama, | now In the clty of Panama
with 1,100 trained troops. He sald that
when General Alban returned to Colon the
libérals would run away. The consul gen-
eral said General Alban expected to give
battle today to the liberal forces on the
racific side of Panama at Chorrera. After
tha(, battle the coneul sald the general
would go to Colon. General Alban has
ample ammunition for all purposes. Mr.
Brigard sald that when General Alban Jeft
Colon he took mll the avallable troops,
leaving the town In charge of fifty police-
men,

AL the ‘ofido bl.the Panama Hallway and
Bteamship company i1t was sald that the
officers had recelved advices that the town
had bheen surpriped by the liberale. The
advices did not say how many liberals were
In the attacking party, but It was supposed
the force was not larger than 300,

Marines Guard Rallroad.

Two dispatches wera received st the oM-
ces of the Panama railroad in this clty
today. The firet sald that the town hed
been captured by the liberals, tbat men
from Machiase were guarding the plers of
the company and that the liberals were on
guard about the old passenger station and
cars, The later message sald that the
wires between Panama and Colon, which
bad been down, were in working order;
that everything was quiet and that work
was going on as usual on the plers.

In the office.of the secretary of the com-
proy It was sald that no interruption of
traMc was expecled, as both aldes had
agreed to protect the property of the rail-
road, All are snxious to keep in the good
graces of the United Btates government.

The object of the capture, it waa thought,
was to galn prestige among those who have
liberal tendencies. Many of the merchants
at Colon are llberal sympathizers and the
success of the Insurgents may attract their
ald,

It was said that no Information bad been
recelved regarding fighting at Panama and
it was belleved thers had been pone. Mr.
Barrlol, head of the west coast department
of the Flint, Eddy & American Tradiag
company, today received a letter from his
correapondent in’Panama, dated November
11, which contained the following review of
the political situa ‘on:

“Bouador Is absolutely neutral, but Sal-
vador has taken a position favorable to the
revolutionists and s furnishing them with
war suppliea and a steamer, which Is of no
small consequence to this government (Co-
lombla), which possesses only a small and
old ship on this side. If all that 18 sald or
rumared Is true we shall soon have war.'"'

Alhan Decelves Himwself,

Dr. Restrepo, head of ths Colombian
revolutionary junta in this oity, tonight
gave out a atstement, in which he sald:
"“As reported, Geperal Albsan, with 1,100
men and several fleld pleces, has started
to attack our forces, now entrenched at
Chorerra, fifteen miles from Papama, Wu
have 2,000 men there and, according to
number, we might be expected to defeat
General Alban. Yet he 18 confldent he
can rout us, His confidente |n based on the
bellet that our force, under General Ben-
Jamin Ferrera, with General Lugo in im-
mediate command, is poorly armed and
equipped. ‘Therein lles the trap. We have
there 3,000 atands of wrms, which have
been sent from New York within the Jast
three mouths. We have artillery also.
General Alban will And he has made the
mistake of hin life in attacking us.

“We firmly belleve that within two days
Panama and the rest of the Isthmus will
be in our hands, We spread reports (hat
we lacked rifles and that we had no am-
musition - and Geperal Alban belleved
thom."

News has been recelved by Dr. Reslrepo
that the Colombian revolutionists bave pur-
chased a gunbost of 7,000 tons displacement
that had been built for Salvador. Besldes
this veasel the insurgents have two other
gunboats. Dr. Restrepo says the boat re-
cently purchased (& armed with eight
bresch-loading rifles of two miles’ range
and two Ostling suns.
